deftirudtive principles in human nature. Trade 
alfo, by enabling every country to draw from 
other countries conveniences and advantages 
which it cannot find within itfelf, produces 


among hations a fenfe of mutual dependence, | 


and promotes the gencral improvement. But 
there is no part of mankind to whieh thefe 
nfes of trade are of lefs confequence than the 
American States. They are fpread over a 
preat continent, and make a world within 
themfelves. The country they inhabit in- 
cludes foils aod climates of all forts, produ- 
cing not only every neceflary, but every con- 
venience of life. And the vaft ravers and 
wide-(pread lakes which interfect it, create 
fuch an inland communication between its 
different parts, a3 is unknown in any other 
region of the earth. They poffefs then with- 
in themfelves the bef means of the moft pro- 
“fitab'e internal traffic, andthe ampleft fcope 
for it. Why fhould they look much farther ? 
What occafion can they havefor being anx. 
ious about pufhing foreign trades or even 
abaut rafling a great naval force ? Britain, 
indeal, confiting as it does of unarmed in- 
hab-tahts, and threatened as it is by ambiti- 
cus and powerful neighbours, cannot hope 
to maintain sts exiftence long after becoming 
"open to invation by lofing its paval Cuperiori- 
ty, But this is sor the cafe with the Ameri- 
‘can States. They have no powerful neigh-
